U.S. Bombers

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. B52 
bombers maintained their heav­ 
iest raids of the war Friday on 
North Vietnam in an effort to 
cut off supplies flowing to Laos 
and South Vietnam. 
In 24 hours ended at noon the 
Stratofortresses 
flew 
14 
mis­ 
sions 
of three 
planes 
each, 
making a total of 41 missions in 
the past three days. 
The B52s struck at military 
supply concentrations near the 
coastal cities of Vinh and Dong 
Hoi, below the 20th parallel. 
This area is south of Hanoi and 
Haiphong, now out of bounds 
for American aircraft. 
In 'the 
ground 
war, 
South 
Vietnamese troops claimed 38 
enemy killed in action near the 
district town of Go Dau Ha, 45 
miles west of Saigon close to 
the Cambodian border.

Serious Difficulties Arise 
In Secret Paris Peace Talks 


PARIS (AP) - Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and Hanoi’s Le Due Tho 
met privately for an hour Fri­ 
day amid reports that their se­ 
cret five-day-old peace session 
has run into serious difficulties. 
Kissinger 
later 
conferred 
with Foreign Minister Maurice: 
Schumann and was reported to 
have told him the United States 
remains hopeful of an early set­ 
tlement. 
In a statement issued after 
Kissinger’s 45-minute talk with 
Schumann, the foreign ministry 
said it would maintain “the 
greatest discretion” on details 
of the meeting, but added: 
“ It is stressed in authorized 
circles that the pessimistic ru­ 
mors presently circulating on 
the subject of Vietnam appear 
to be highly exaggerated.” 
French and U.S. officials re­ 
fused to elaborate. The French 
news 
agency Agence 
France 
Presse, earlier had cited “re­ 
liable 
sources” 
as 
asserting 
that Kissinger’s secret negotia­ 
tions with Tho have run into 
“serious difficulties.” 


For the first time since the 
secret talks opened 
Monday, 
the North Vietnamese delega­ 
tion to the Paris peace talks 
openly 
attacked 
the 
United 
States for stepping up the war 
while putting forward “unjusti­ 
fiable pretexts” for refusing to 
sign the agreement Kissinger 
and Tho drafted last month. 
A 
delegation 
communique 
made no reference to the secret 
talks. It said the intensification 
of the war by the United States 
showed “the absence of any de­ 
sire on its part to settle the 
Vietnamese 
problem 
peace­ 
fully.” 
The U.S. delegation spokes­ 
man, 
David 
Lamberston 
de­ 
clined to comment on the com­ 
munique. 
Kissinger and Tho sought to 
avoid newsmen and photogra­ 
phers by meeting at a new lo­ 
cation. Their meeting was the 
shortest of the current session. 
Kissinger told newsmen he 
would meet Tho again Satur­ 
day. 
Early in the day, the Hanoi 


delegation said there would be 
no Friday meeting at all. A del­ 
egation 
spokesman 
added: 
“you will be informed in due 
course when the next meeting 
takes place.” 
The U.S. delegation tacitly 
confirmed

In Event of Ceasefire 
Medical Teams Alerted to Possible PO W Release 


SAIGON 
(AP) 
- 
Medical 
evacuation 
helicopters 
and 
teams of doctors and nurses 
have been alerted to receive 
more than 150 American prison­ 
ers of war expected to be freed 
in South Vietnam bv the Viet 
Cong in the event of a cease­ 
fire. 
“We expect they will be in 
much worse shape physically 
than those held by Hanoi,” said 
an informed source. “Moving 
about all the time, living in 
swamps and caves, existing on 
the meager diet of the V C. sol­ 
dier, out of touch with any kind 
of medical help, except maybe 
a few medics and an occasional 
jungle hospital, there is just.no 
way they can be as well off as 
those in the camps up north.” 
The last man to walk out 


from Viet Cong captivity came 
barefoot into a fire base near 
Loc Ninh more than a year 
ago. He was Sgt. John Sexton 
of Warren, Mich. He was a 
prisoner for more 
than 
two 
years after his armored person­ 
nel carrier was ambushed in a 
rubber 
plantation 
near 
the 
Cambodia border. 
Sexton 
came out 
suffering 
from anemia, malaria and bad­ 
ly cut and infected feel. He had 
lost partial vision in one eye, 
had a deformed arm and had 
lost 50 pounds in his last six 
months of captivity. 
Pentagon figures list 114 U.S. 
military prisoners of the Viet 
Cong held somewhere in the 
south, and another 51 U.S. civil­ 
ians. While the political dra­ 
matics of the peace talks cen­ 


ter on the POWs in the north, 
these are the forgotten ones. 
Yet one out of every five of the 
543 U. S. prisoners listed by the 
Pentagon is believed to be held 
somewhere in the south. 
“We got a pretty good idea 
where

(A P) — Turkey drumsticks 
and white meat, sure. But 
turkey scallopini? 
It’s part of a campaign 
by turkey growers to keep 
demand for their product 
high all year long, not just 
at Thanksgiving. 
Other 
i n v e n t i o n s : 
Turkeyburgers, 
t u r k e y 
sausage and turkey kabob. 
Turkey In Italy is really 
pushing the veal out of veal 
scallopini, 
says 
J. 
Price 
Schroeder. a University of 
California turkey expert. 
“ In Italy, where there’s 
a big demand for veal and 
a. 
good 
turkey 
industry, 
turkey steaks are likely to 
be 
the 
meat 
in 
veal 
scallopini,” he says. 
The turkey steak comes 
from the breast portion, cut 
about three-eighths of 
an 
inch 
thick, 
breaded 
and 
cooked for two or three 
minutes to a side in batter 
of oil. 
Schroeder says turkey men 
are meeting with success in 
t h e i r 
effort 
to 
keep 
Americans feasting on the 
big 
birds 
throughout

Tax Relief Eyed in Trend 
Local Schools Experience 
Permanent Enrollment Drop 


Enrollments in the Pottstown 
School District reached their 
peak several years ago and 
never again, will be1 as high, 
a major study released Friday 
has concluded. 
The study, conducted by the 
Montgomery 'Comity branch of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Economy 
League, focused on all public 
school districts in the county, 
their enrollment figures since 
1968, and birth rates. 
The 
key 
to 
the 
agency’s 
conclusion lies in the figures for 
live births and enrollments of 
kindergarten 
and 
elementary 
school, pupils. 
It is the number of kin- 
d e r g a r t e n and elementary 
pupils which determines how 
many junior and senior high 
school students there will be 
later. 
And in all three categories — 
kindergarten 
and 
elementary 
enrollments and births in Potts­ 
town — the league found major 
declines, 
a 
trend 
which 
is 
projected to continue. 
MAJOR DECLINES 
In 
1968, 
according 
to 
the 
report, Pottstown kindergarten 
classes had 20 per cent more 
pupils attending than in 1972. 
The decline over the intervening 
years has been steady. 
Enrollments for elementary 
schools, which reflect any in­ 
crease 
or 
decline 
in 
kin­ 
dergarten registrations several 
years later, dropped by more 


than 10 per cent since 1968. 
This figure means that within 
six years enrollments in junior 
high school will be lower and 
three years after.that the senior 
high population will drop. 
The birth rate for Pottstown, 
according to the league report, 
declined 14.6 per cent since 
1968, a trend that is increasingly 
evident throughout the United 
S t a t e s 
as 
programs 
for 
population 
control 
begin 
to 
catch on. 
LITT LE ROOM 
B e c a u s e 
Pottstown 
Is 
relatively built up, with little 
room, for more residential units, 
the conclusion is that school 
officials can look forward to 
declining 
school 
populations 
rather than increased ones. 
And the harried taxpayer can 
find some relief in the fact that 
while tax: levies may increase 
over the years through higher 
salaries and higher prices for 
school, supplies, 
the 
chances 
that money will be needed for 
additional classrooms, 
are 
- 
remote. 
In 
the Pottsgrove 
School 
District, however, the picture is 
somewhat different. 
There 
are 
huge 
areas of 
Upper Lower and West Potts­ 
grove 
Townships 
(the 
three 
political subdivisions making up 
the Pottsgrove School District) 
which remain to be developed. 
Thus the expectations are that 


regardless of current school 
population figures, the future 
could 
hold 
some 
major 
in­ 
creases 
through 
accelerated 
home development. 
Since 1968, however, there’s 
been a 6.6 per cent decline in 
elementary enrollments in the 
P o t t s g r o v e district. 
But 
reflecting 
new 
developments 
there are over the past five 
y e a rs , 
the 
kindergarten 
enrollment has gone up 6.2 per 
cent. 
NEXT YEAR 
The rise will carry through 
next 
year, 
creating 
more 
elementary pupils than there 
are now and subsequently the 
junior and senior high school 
figures also will increase. 
But because of possibility for 
growth along residential iines, 
Pottsgrove officials cannot look 
forward to lessened pressure on 
the classroom. 
Despite the abundance of wide 
open 
spaces 
in two 
of 
its 
p o l i t i c a l 
subdivisions 
— 
Limerick and Upper Providence 
Townships — the Spring-Ford 
School District also experienced 
a decline in kindergarten and 
elementary enrollments 
since 
1968. 
And 
w h i l e 
increased 
residential development in the 
two townships (the remaining 
two parts of the district are 
the boroughs of Spring City and 
Royersford) is highly likely, the 


evidence 
thus far 
is one of 
declining school population. 
At the 
kindergarten 
level, 
pupil population dropped more 
than 25 per cent since 1968, 
while elementary enrollments 
fell off by 7.9 per cent. 
STRUCK DOWN 
One possible explanation of 
the overall declines was an­ 
ticipated by the writers of the 
economy league report and they 
struck that down. 
Some felt that the decline in 
public school enrollments might 
be caused by an increase in 
the number of children going to 
parochial 
or 
other 
private 
schools. 
But the survey found; 
“ Most of the public schools 
have experienced an upward 
shift 
in 
the 
proportion 
of 
c h i l d r e n attending private 
school. The extent to which this 
upward shift continues will be 
the major factor affecting the 
enrollment declines to be an­ 
ticipated as a result of the 
declining birth rates.” 
In the final analysis, 
the 
economy league concluded that 
while the decline in the birth 
rate may be offset in certain 
school 
districts 
by 
people 
moving to, the indication is that 
“the enrollment decreases of 
the recent past 
are but a 
fraction of the declining trends 
which may continue through the 
1970s,”

LOS ANGELES — If you are searching for 
case studies illustrating life’s little ironies, you needn t 
proceed beyond Chicago and Cleveland whose prodigal 
sons have won all the hardware this year in the 
American League. 
Dick. Allen, known, on Broadway as Richie, was 
voted the Most Valuable Player the other day, fol­ 
lowing a prior decoration to Gaylord Perry of the Cy 
Young Award.

The tw'o are linked by a common disdain of their 
former employers, Los Angeles and, San Francisco, 
who uncoupled them only a. year ago for different rea­ 
sons, but with essentially the same results. 
» 
Los Angeles detached Allen for what was de­ 
scribed as an attitude problem, and it sent him to the 
Chicago White Sox for whom he acted so strange that 
he won 21. of the 24 first place votes for MVP. Three 
voted him second. 
Considering the number of people romping about 
the American League, the scoring by Allen was most 
impressive. 
G I A N T S L E T HIM GO 
As for Perry, he was unloaded by San Francisco, 
obviously figuring that Gaylord, at 33, was no prospect 
for recycling. And all he did was win 24 games for 
Cleveland, a next-to-last team building a dynasty in 
the second division. 
So now, of course, the National Leaguers will, titter 
and guffaw and show you where even their disen­ 
franchised talent is good enough to win awards in the 
other league. 
And you will laugh and say that this is a very good 
point, except that you would like to know why Oakland 
won the World Series. 
Oakland not only belongs to the American league, 
but to that ignoble group called the West Division. 
Perry is a knowledgeable pitcher, who, by cunning 
or by accident, has been psyching out hitters for years. 
Having established a reputation for throwing a spit- 
ter Gaylord has created among batters and their man­ 
agers so much commotion, that perform.a.nee at the 
plate literally has been diluted. 
Whether he actually moistens the ball isn’t known, 
mainly because he never has been caught. But the 
suspicion has been devastating to a lot of batsmen. 
A number of years ago. Lew Burdette took hitters 
and their managers over the same roller coaster. 
They took movies of him, called for the ball repeated­ 
ly, had him searched, and bombarded him with accusa­ 
tions.Lew was delighted. It was his private judgment 
that hitters were half-nuts,, anyway. If they weren’t., 
why would they torture themselves the way they do? 
They rub things on t h e i r bats, take practice 
swings, fool wdth their helmets, jiggle their shoulders, 
spread dirt on their hands, shuffle their feet, step in 
and out of the box and put them,selves through a check 
list more exhaustive than that required to fly a 747. 
These were very nervous people, Burdette con­ 
cluded. And all they needed was something else to 
worry about, s u c h as whether the ball was wet. 
Merely looking at Lew, many were psyched out, just 
as they are today going against Perry. 
In his first year against, American League batters, 
Gaylord, believed finished, turned up with an earned 
run average of 1.92. positively amazing.
